arrangements for the second display in 1872 are im- 
proved by the experience of the past six months, the 
lesson will not be thrown away. There hive been 
many Шізарргеһепвіопв as to the real value of the 
collection of works of art, processes of manufacture, 
and examples of industrial skill, in the courts of that 
unprépossessing building which encircles the Horti- 
cultural Gardens; and it cannot be denied that a more 
careful distinction of the objects displayed and a 
better system of combination would have inore fully 
promoted the professed intentions of the Commission. 
Still, the advantages of the Exhibition, as affording 
an ópportunity for popular education, аге greater 
than perverse criticism is willing to allow; and we 
may well look forward to such improvements as will 
permanently establish these exhibitions as ineaus of 
introducing the people tó ап acquaintaneo with the 
latest results of mechanical and applied science. 

In taking a last look round we have been more than 
ever impressed both with the possible adaptation of 
the annual display to this end with the mistakes 
which have provoked unfavourable comments on the 
first attempt of the Commission. 


THE INDIAN COURT, 


which is the first attraction after entering by the 
turnstile in Exhibition-road, may be said to be an 
example both of the failures and the successes of the 
institution, Unless we are mistaken, the relaxation 
of the rules that were ordained for the regular courts 
began here and in the French annexe, and purchasers 
of some articles exhibited there were permitted to 
remove them. This lapse of the original regulation 
Will probably not be repeated should the Indian Court 
remain а part of each succeeding year's exhibition— 
aud that it may remain is greatly to be wished, since 
its contents can scarcely fail to be in the highest 
degree interesting.

has depreciated the entire Exhibition by instigating 
a shoppy character in some of the attendants who 
are placed there to expliin various objects of inte- 
rest. English people will always fight shy of seek- 
ing any information from а man who seems anxious 
to secure thé for customers 48 the natural result of 
the trouble he takes to show off his goods, and tlie 
combination of tout and demonstrator will be fatal 
to any exhibition of a national, an industrial, or 
an educational character, 


PORCELAIN AND POTTERY 


occupy such a large space and such a deservedly pro- 
minent position in the building that it is little wonder 
people should be found settling down into the enjoy- 
1165$ of á quiet stroll through the court where the 
exquisite specimens of fictile art are among the most 
attractive of all the objects brought together. For 
variety, beauty, perfection of finish, and for arrange- 
ment in the cases, the Porcelain Court is the great 
feature of the present year’s show. The Danish, 
Norwegian, Prussian, and other foreign works are 
admirably represented, while antique specimens are 
not wanting; and great Britain and Ireland con- 
tribute examples that are matchless in colour, purity, 
and fineness. In the first quality the Minton cases hold 
the palm; but there are some other delicate specimens 
of tender tints and charming painting, each one of 
which is a study. Here, however, we cannot help 
calling attention to a practice which should, we 
think, be discountenanced. Not only do manufac- 
turers exhibit, but dealers also have their cases there, 
and inscribe their names on them as though they 
were themselves the makers of the specimens shown 
within. Thus it may happen, for example, that the 
student, struck with the intense gemlike colouring of 
a Minton vase, may see another vase in the next case 
of about the same quality, and will begin to compare 
them as the achievements of two distinct artists, 
when all the time they are but two objects from the 
same workshop, one exhibited with the manufacturer's 
name and the other with that of the dealer. It may 
be said that the dealer collects fine examples and 
exhibits them, and should you prohibit the inscrip- 
tion of his name on the case you remove from him 
the inducement to send his contribution to the show, 
by transferring the customer from him to the manu- 
facturer. To meet this objection the name of the 
exhibitor might be on the case, but each object should 
be conspicuously labelled with the name of the maker, 
the name of the artist, and the date of its produc- 
tion, by which some method of comparison could be 
secured, 
THE MECHANICAL INVENTIONS 

are less important and not so numerous as might be 
wished, while some of them are badly placed, and 
have по one to explain their operation. Perhaps the 
most prominent are the “Ех motót," 8 con- 
tiivance for obtaining motive power by the rise and 
fall of the tide in streams or in the sea; end the 
carbon filters which are shown close beside it. Тһе 
wood-tarving machinery is scarcely of sufficient 
interest to claim prolonged attention, and the results 
of its Operation in the shape of medallion portraits 
are not pleasing in their character, though the 
mechanism itself is interesting and ingenious.

SWIMMING. 
ASHFORD ГЕТЕ. 

This, the second féte held this year in Ashford, 
took place on Saturday, and was very numerously 
attended, both by the male and female portion of tlie 
inhabitants, including the élite of the county. Аз it 
willappear strange that ladies should attend this 
description of féte, we must explain that every 
swimmer wore the costume recently introduced into 
the metropolis by Mr. Elliott, of the London 
Swimming Club. The Ashford Club undoubtedly 
originated this **decency movement," by which the 
baths have become almost а promenade in fine 
weather, thus placing swimming on its proper footing 
in the athletic world. Professor Beckwith and others 
have worn costumes, and may be said to be the 
originators of the movement in London; but these 
gentlemen have, unfortunately, not been possessed 
with the power of compelling every swimmer to adopt 
the dress. The racing of the day was very creditable; 
evidently great improvement had resulted from the 
previous visit of the London men, for many youths 
under sixteen years of age had acquired the Parker 
stroke to some eff»ct. Mr. Harry Moore having 
arrived just in time to start in the open race, Parker 
and he excited an immense amount of enthusiasm 
among the countrymen by their plucky swimming, 
and, on Parker being declared ihe winner by a foot, 
he was greeted with a most hearty reception; Moore 
also coming in for great applause. The bath is an 
Open-air one, measuring 330 15. long by 75 ft., and is 
built on the river Stour by a limited liability com- 
pany, which in a town of 9000 inhabitants obtains 
sufficient support to pay а handsome dividend yearly, 
Мезвгз, Parker and Burr gave a very acceptable dis- 
play of ornamental swimming, and afterwards, with 
Morris'$ assistance, gave a duck-hunt, Parker doing 
the duck to everyone’s satisfaction.

THE MIMIC INVASION OF ENGLAND. 
THE FIRST BATTLE 


of the autumn campaign was fought last Saturday 
with a vigour which made the next day of rest par- 
ticularly welcome. Our readers will remember the 
respective positions of the British forces and the 
“enemy.” London was threatened. An invading 
army which had landed on the south coast had 
resolved to avoid the direct roads on London, barred 
by thelong bulwark of the Kent and Surrey hills, 
and to turn that barrier by tho west, where, between 
Farnham and Basingstoke, the clearly-marked ridges 
fall away iuto a labyrinth of downs, broken here and 
there by isolated eminences. Profiting by the com- 
parative unprepareduess of the defenders, the enemy 
had succeeded in making his way past the end of the 
hills at Farnham, and pushing a strong advanced 
guard some miles beyond, to Hartford-bridge Flats. 
His main body, with an easy deliberation which we 
need not expect from a real invader, lay idle in the 
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Sir Charles Staveley’s orders were that, while 
the second division, ander General Carey, passing 
through Farnham, was to form up on Cesar’s Camp, 
and thus turn the enemy’s right, the first brigade, 
under General Brownrigg, was to attack the Hog's 
Back in front, about Seale, and the second brigade, 
under Colonel Stephenson, to effect а close turning 
movement by Runfold, which is situated at the foot 
ct the western extremity of the Hog's Back. 


THE ATTACK ОМ SIR HOPE GRANT 


may be described by the veteran pen of the Times 
correspondent :—** A few minutes before eight o'clock 
on saturday morning the Duke of Cambridge and his 
staff left the Pavilion and took the road бо Hog's 
Back, through Tongham. Тһе morning was misty : 
a kind of grey, warm fog, suggesting ‘blight’ in the 
air, obscured the landscape and rendered binoculars 
of very little value; and the eye searched in vain on 
the sky-line of ridges opposite, and on the slopes of 
the hills, for any sign of the enemy, hidden by the un- 
dulating ground, and in full march against us. The 
Duke of Cambridge and his staff remained for some 
time af the cross-road, which was also the rendezvous 
of' the foreign officers and some hundred spectators, 
among whom was Mr. Cardwell on horseback. For 
néarly an hour nothing could be seen of the enemy; 
but at 8.30 there came in sight indubitably г 4 
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neighbourhood of Woolmer, not only losing the ad- 
vantage of the initiative and of a superior force, but 
exposing the advanced troops to be overwhelmed or 
cut off. The forward march of Sir Hope Grant’s 
army from Chobham village to Chobham Ridges, 
threatening the communications of the somewhat 
rash and careless foes, compelled an immediate con- 
centration of their scattered corps, which was effected 
on Friday, the 15th inst., south of the line of the 
Wey, at Frensham and Thursley Commons, The 
Home Army, meantime, was posted about Ash, in 
the valley between the Hog’s Back and Fox Hill, the 
first-named eminence dividing Sir Hope Grant's 
forces from the invaders, and being held lightly, with 
a view to ulterior operations which were intended to 
disconcert the foe. 


SIR CHARLES STAVELEY’S PLAN OF ATTACK. 


Very early on Saturday morning began the bustle 
of preparatior in the camps of the invading host on 
Frensham, Thursley and Hankley Commons, due 
south of Sir Hope Grant’s forces, А vivid sketch of 
the enemy’s chiefs just before the battle is furnished 
by Mr. Forbes, the famous Daily News’ ** special ’’ :— 
‘¢Thoughtfulover plans of wily strategy, our General, 
Sir Charles Staveley, stalked slowly to and fro before 
his tent among the heather; none presumed to dis- 
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enemy— vedettes and соу staff officers taking stealthy 
observations out of clumps and suddenly retiring ; 
and soon after the outposts towards Seale, below, 
began to fire at intervals. But all doubts as to the 
proximity of the force were dispelled in a few minutes 
by the appearance of a column of infantry below 
Crooksbury Hill, which threw out skirmishers, and at 
the same time a battery, admirably placed, opened 
from a clump of trees on a commanding hill over 
Seale. At 10.30, while the enemy’s artillery were 
annihilating De Horsey’s Guards, from under the 
cover of a wood on their right, at the other side of 
the road below, parallel to the ridge, appeared the 
head of a regiment advancing in excellent order, 
which, as soon as it had cleared the wood, 
deployed, and advanced across the sloping fields 
down to the road as if intending to cross № and 
attack the heights, and close behind them came 
another regiment, which sent out skirmishers to 
оссару а covert on their left. Тһе Guards might 
have had à splendid and éc/atant revenge, but they 
had now received orders to retire.

THE DASH ON GRAVEL-PIT HILL

SIR CHARLES WM. DUNCAN STAVELEY 

is а son of the late Lieut.-General Sir William 
Staveley, K.C.B , Commander-in-Chief at Madras; 
and was born in 1817. Educated at the Scottish 
Military and Naval Academy, Edinburgh, he entered 
the Army as Second Lieutenant in 1835, becuume 
Lieutenant four years after, Captain іп 1844, Моё 
in 1850, Lieutenant-Colonel in 1854, Colonel in 1858, 
and was appointed Major-General for ** distinguished 
services in thé field’’ iu 1868. Не has served in every 
quarter of thé globe, inehuding the Crimea, where he 
proved his valour at the battles of the Alma and 
Balaklava when in command of the 44th Foot. His 
services before Sebastopol gained for him the honour 
of C.B. from the Queen, and the Crimean medal with 
clasps, the Sardinian and Turkish medals, atid the 
Order of the Medjidie. China was his next fighting- 
ground. He commanded a brigade employed against 
the Taepings in 1860, was honourably mentioned in 
the despatches, and won another clasped medal. 
1862 saw him in command of the forces still fighting 
against the Taepings, and in 1865 he was temporarily 
appoiuted to command & division of the Bombay 
Army, and was made K.C.B. Тһе Austro-Prussian 
war was attentively watched by Sir Charles Staveley, 
whose experience of the German tactics will doubt- 
less be of no little use to the British Army. His last 
active service was in the Abyssinian campaign, 
1867-8. He was Brevet-Colonel with the rank of 
Brigadier-General, and was second in command to 
Lord Napier in the famous march to Magdala, To 
Sir Charles Staveley, as well яв to Lord Napier, хав 
awarded the thanks of both Houses of Parliament 
for his services in this arduous expedition; avd a 
year later, in 1869, the command of the Western 
Division was given to him. 


THE VOLUNTEERS. 

Many of thé volunteers left the force on Süturüny, 
but a large nümiber arrived to take their places. The 
volunteers ha¥e certainly done very well, and have 
shown the greatest vigilance on picket, ruthlessly 
making prisoners of all persons unprovided with the 
parole. We have, however, heard complaints that 
sufficient detailed instruction was not afforded to 
them when órdered to take up a line of outposts. 
Surely the Staff are here to blame, for Brighton and 
Wimbledon field-days do not impart a knowledge of 
‘that important duty. Very different from either 
Brighton or Wimbledon has been their experience. 
Ou the very first day that some of the corps arrived 
іп camp they had а віх hours’ field-day, short bat- 
talion parade in the afternoon,.and were out at out- 
post duty the whole night, bivouacking in the field, 
and carrying their waterproof sheets rolled round 
their shoulders. It does not redound to the credit of 
the Commissariat Department that, after such hard 
work as this, there should be a failure in the food 
supply. Such has, however, been the case. Com- 
plaints come in from all sides and arms—‘‘ horse, 
foot, and dragoous,’’ and even artillery. The Rifles, 
at 5 p.m., last Saturday, had had, accordiog to one 
informant, nothing to eat since the early morniug. 
They were out on picket and outpost, and Prince 
Arthur slept under a hedge in his great-coat all 
night—and ‘cold enough it was—among his men, and 
next day he was to be seen trainping along, with his 
havresack by his side, covered with dust, after hard 
work skirmishing all the morning to lead his men to 
resist the enemy on the Tongham. 


THE MILITIA ROUT 

depicted ought not to be very surprising when we 
hear that even such а crack regiment as the Horse 
Guards was similarly put to flight. This practical 
illustration of the cry, “ Sauve qui t," occurred 
at the early sham fight at Weaver's Bottom. 16 was 
thus described by an eye-witness:—“ It was at this 
crisis that an unfortunate militia regiment, belonging 
to the attack, found itself in a bad way.

“These same ambu- 
lances onght to have been brought into use in last 
Monday's fight. according to the Echo's corre- 
spondent:—**The scene in following close upon the 
invaders’ steps was most real. Empty cartridges 
lay at every step, with here and there the paper that 
had held а nine or twelve pound charge. Even the 
presence of fallen men of both sides was not want- 
ing to tinge the scene with the colours of a real battle, 
for at intervals I came upon recumbent figures of 
Linesmen of both sides, easily distinguishable by 
their- wearing packs, or being without, the latter

AFTER DARK IN CAMP. 


.From Chobham a “Special” wrote last week :— 
“ The camp at night looked exceedingly picturesque, 
and if the approach had bcen equally pleasant I 
should strongly recommend a visit. Every man was 
inside by nine o'clock, and the long rows of illumi- 
nated tents presented as pretty a spectacle as any- 
thing which could have been seen in the way of 
camping during the late war. I was taken by Captain 
Godson, of the 1st Middlesex, to inspect some of the 
interiors before the ‘lights out’ were sounded, and it 
must be confessed that the men seemed to make them- 
selves uncommonly snug. Many undress—so, at least, 
I should judge by sundry alarming figures that were 
roaming about in stockings, and when wrapped in 
their rugs there seems to be plenty of room for them 
all, the fitimber to each tent being fifteen. Аз to 
ventilation, I ейп, of course, say very little, for there 
is bat little; but, as Colonel Aikman put it, * These 
inen Sleep better in a close atmosphere than out of 
it.’ The talent for music was highly developed in 
some quarters, one gentleman being especialy 
eloquétit із praise of a certain ‘bird in an egg, and 
the egg in the nest, and the nest on the branch, and 
the branch on the tree,’ and во on, no doubt, till near 
morning.

OVER AND THROUGH THE ALPS BY 
RAILWAY. 

The railway over Mont Cenis has scarcely ceased 
to bea world's wonder when we are now bidden to 
admire a greater triumph of mechanical genius aud 
perseverance. Абопсе be it said it is not Mont Cenis 
which gives its name to the tnnnel, but Mont Frejus 
that has been bored—the one mountain being little 
more than half the thickness of the other. Тһе 
length of the tunnel is about seven English miles, the 
tube being rather more than six yards and а half 
high end about nine yards wide. Itis to be walled 
in along its entire length, and the internal masonry 
will vary from half a yard to a yard and more in 
thickness, according to circumstances. There are two 
lines of railway, and the skill with which the work 
has been carricd ont was demonstrated by the great 
success which attended the inaugural official trip on 
Sunday. А train of thirty-two carriages left Bar- 
donnecchia at 19.30 in the morning, and arrived at 
Modane at eleven. The time occupied in passing 
through the tunnel was twenty minutes. 

In going back to the commencement of tho under- 
taking the interval seems almost an age, though 
those most closely identified with it then—excepting 
ltaly’s great statesman, Cavour—are now proudly 
celebrating its triumph. The first blasting operations 
were conducted by King Victor Àómmanuel on Aug. 
31, 1857, rather more than fourteen years ago. ‘The 
tunnel, however, was completely pierced by the 
beautiful machinery depicted in our Engraving on 
Dec, 26 last, so that this operation occupied thirteen 
years and three months. The exactitude with which 
the work was directed was strikingly shown by the 
result of this operation. It must be remembered 
that for ali these years two distinct bodies of work- 
men were engaged, one from the French and the 
other from the Italian side, piercing through the 
rock, and that the bursting of the intervening barrier 
found them face to face within half а yard of 
absolute exactness! The tunnel has а slight ‘ascent 
from éach end in order that the water may drain off 
more easily, though, as a matter of fact, it is stated 
to be singularly dry in comparison with smaller 
works. The total cost. has been 65,000,000f., or 
£2,600,000. It is especially gratifying that this mar- 
vellous work is the exclusive product of Italian skill 
and enterprise. It connects Italy with the great 
European railway system, and will divert no іпсоп- 
siderable portion of the traffic to the Hast through 
that country. 

On the return of the train through the Alpine 
tunnel at the opening ceremony, on Sunday, 8 grand 
banquet was given at Bardonnecchia in celebration of 
the event, А thousand persons were present, іп- 
cluding the Italian Ministers, the French Minister of 
the Interior, and other foreigners of distinction. The 
French Minister spoke in terms of praise of the 
scientific and political attainments of the Italians, 
and drank to the union of France and Italy amidst 
great applause. The inaugural festivities were con- 
tinued on Monday by the unveiling of a statue to 
Paleocapa n Turin by Prince Carrignano, and by the 
opening of an Industrial Museum in the same city by 
his Royal Highness. 


THE NEW MEMBER FOR TRURO, 


Lieutenant-Colonel James Macnaghten Hogg, who 
was last week elected the Conservative member for 
the borough of Truro, iu the place of Captain Vivian, 
resigned, is the eldest son of Bir James Weir Hogg, & 
member of the Indian Council, and who. represented 
Beverley and Honiton in previous Parliaments. The 
gallant Colonel was born in Calcutta in 1828, and 
consequently isin his forty-eighth year; was educated 
at Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford; entered the Ist 
Life Guards in 1848, but retired in 1853, with the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. At the general election 
of 1865 he was returned, with Sir William Tite, for 
the city of Bath without opposition, and in the House 
of Commons was a steady qa rid of the Conserva- 
tive party. At the general election of 1868 Colonel 
Hogg was defeated by Mr. Dalrymple, the present 
junior member for that city. He was appointed, in 

ovember last, to the important post of Chairman of 
the Metropolitan Board of Works. Colonel Hogg 
married, in 1857, Caroline Elizabeth Emma, eldest 
daughter of Lord Penrhyn. ‘The new member re- 
turned from Truro to Penrhyn Castle, Bangor, on 
Saturday last by the down mail, which reaches the 
station about twelve o'clock. А very enthusiastic 
greeting welcomed him. Afterhe had seated himself 
jn the carriage which was awaiting him, the horseg 
ware taken out, and by means of rapes the vehicle was 
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dragged through the town to the gates of Penrhyn 
Castle, amidst great cheering.

Sergeant Henry Lane, the winner of the Queen's 
prize аб Wimbledon iu 1867, died at the compara- 
tively early age of forty-eight, of gastric fever, after 
afew days’ illness, at his residence, Ashley Villa, 
Ashley-road, Bristol, on Saturday evening. The 
deceased was a member of the fifth company of the 
185 Gloucestershire (Bristol) Rifle Corps. He shot 
iu the English Twenty for the International Enfield 
Trophy at Wimbledon for the last four years, and 
was the winner of an exceedingly large number of 
local prizes.

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EPPING FOREST. 
EAsT-ENDp Naturalists must have b en glad to hear 
that the first sitting of the ancient and constitutional 
Verderers' Court, which has been in abeyance since 
1848, was held on Saturday, at the large hall adjoin- 
ing the Castle Hotel, Woodford, when there was а 
large attendance of the freeholders and copyholders 
of the district. A deputation was in attendance from 
the City Corporation. Mr Г. M. Russell, solicitor, 
of Bedford-row, attended to watch the inquiry as 
steward of the forest; Mr. Metealfe, solicitor, of 
Epping, represented the Rev. J. W. Maitland, the 
lord of the manor of Loughton. 

A preliminary point was raised by Mr. Collier 
Bristowe, one of the trustees of the Mornington 
estate, claiming that he was entitled to preside ас the 
court, in the capacity of lord warden. 

The verderers -- Lientenant-Colonel Palmer, Sir 
Antonio Brady, Alderman White, and Mr. G. E 
Wythies—ordered the court to be cleared while the 
point was being discussed. Оп the rendmission of 
the public, the Court overruled Mr. Georgs Bristowe's 
claim. А similar course was adopted with regard to 
the application of Mr. F. M. Russell, solicitor, of 
Bedford-row, to be appointed clerk of the court, оп 
the ground that he was steward under the lorà 
warden. ; 

After some further discussion the Court proceeded 
to receive the presentments of the keepers and reeves 
of the forest as to the inclosures which had taken 

lace since the last Court of Attachment was held. 
n many cases the keepers were dead, and those sur- 
viving were generally decrepit old men. 

Robert Rounden, wader-keeper of the Woodford 
Walk, was the first to give evidence. From his re- 
port it appeared that Mr. W. B. Glasse and Mr. A. 
A. Collier Bristowe, trustees of the Mornington 
estate, Над sanctioned a number of inclosures during 
the past ten years, varying from one to three acres ; 
that a wood containing 213 acres had been wholly in- 
closed; that, with the exception of Woodford-green, 
which consisted of fifty acres, all the waste land in 
Rouuden's district had been inclosed, and that in 
consequence very few head of cattle were able to 
graze on the ferest. 

Thomas Lufnell, under-keeper of the Loughton 
and Theydon Walk, was the next to auswer to his 
name, His presentment stated that since the last 
sitting of the Verderers' Court the lord of the manor 
of Theydon Bois had inclosed 400 acres of forest land ; 
the Rev. John Whittaker Maitland, lord of the 
manor of Loughton, had inclosed 1000 acres of waste 
land (*Shame! shame !"); his woodward, Josiah 
Richardson, had cut down several thousands of trees, 
and Mr. Maitiand had further sanctioned a number 
of small inclosures. 

A large number of complaints were received from 
freeholders in the district referring to encroachments 
оп an immense scale, After receiving the whole of 
the presentments the Court adjourned for forty days. 
The sitting lasted several hours, and the proceedings 
excited great interest. May the Verderers prevent 
further encroachments on the people's forest ! 


THE YELLOW-SHANKED SANDPIPER 
beoame another valuable addition to the Cornish list 
of birds last week by an adult male specimen having 
been captured by Mr. Edward Vingos near Marazion 
Bridge. Mr. Newman, in his edition of Montagu's 
work on British Birds, refers, but with some doubt 
about its authenticity, to the only other example of 
this American species which is reported to have been 
killed in Lincolnshire. We can therefore almost 
claim the present specimen as the first captared in 
England.

Prosecator, who had started with the inten- 
tion of going to the South Kensington Museum, was 
induced to accompany them, and on their arrival at 
Chelsea they went into а public-house, where they 
met two other men. They wanted to lead him 
into betting, but he declined. They subsequently 
went into another public-ho when they were told 
that the race was over. Ortonthen parted from the 
men and went to Euston station, whence he pro- 
ceeded to Coventry to got his cheque cashed, and at 
the station in that town saw one of the mer who was 
a partner of the prisoner. On his way back he saw 
the ваше man at Rugby in the train, and again at 
Euston station. 

He subsequently went to Chelsea, and there, in a 
public-house, met theprisonerand theothermen.

THE VETERANS OF ENGLAND. 


А ripe old age do some of the sturdy veterans of 
the old wars reach. We read in the Times of the 
recent death, at Norwich, of an old soldier, named 
Isaac Plunkett, who served under the Duke of York 
in Holland in the campaign of 1795; and а letter 
addressed to our leading daily contemporary intco- 
duces us to 


PRIVATE WILLIAM WILLIAMS, 


another of Engiand’s humble heroes :— 

“In the secluded parish of Mornington-on-Wye 
there is to be seen, feebly working on the roads, 
Private William Williams, late 44th Regiment, dis- 
charged in 1820, pensionless, after twelve years’ sər- 
vice, including the escalade of Badajoz, the defeat of 
Marmont at Salamanca, the forlorn hope of Bergen- 
op-Zoom, and the Battleof Waterloo. 

** Williams is in his eighty-fourth year, and a 
wonderful exemplification of Cornaro's doctrine as 
to a scanty diet conducing to healthful longevity. 
His income consists of whathe can earn on the roads, 
at the rate of 3d, per 14 yards' work, and may amount 
to а daily 64. when fine weather and respite from 
rheumatism permit him to labour. Тһе parish gives 
him 1s. à week, a loaf, and a small modicum of tea and 
sugar.  Hissight is very much impaired, and 8 wife 
(ot fifty years’ standing) is all but blind. The parish 
gives her the same allowance. I made the veteran's 
acquaintance last June, when riding along the Wye, 
by asking information about some local antiquities, 
and being told that he remembered them for eighty 
years past. He is such a remarkably tall, handsome, 
and soldier-like old man that I felt interested in him 
at once, and, on learning his history, made him go 
home and hunt up his old papers, allen règle. His 
Rector gave him the highest character, confirming 
that from his regiment. I brought the case before 
the Chelsea Board immediately. On Aug. 1 І was 
informed that ‘his case is in course of adjustment ;’ 
so Í live in hope of securing a small pension for him ; 
but that will not go far, with winter coming and the 
impossibility of a man at his age continning outdoor 
labour. I am, therefore, anxious to purchase a 
small annuity for him, аз Government will give £1 
per annum for every £4 3s. 34. now paid down; 
and should you kindly permit the insertion of this 
letter, 1 am hopeful of rescuing such а deserving old 
warrior from the degradation of parish relief.
